•Dike* #* instability, megalomania and reported intention 
to sell out hie knowledge of GPc operations to the French, 
it has proved necessary to dispose of him temporarily.

Tho pnrpooo of tho Project a a it now 
stands is the aeiatenanee of popular resistance through covert aedta, 
tho dov wlop naat of MCFA political strength and OFC underg rou n d not# 
iaaldo Albania in order to be able to eapleit effectively any large* 
scale resistance aora ns at ageiaet the Kesha refine . The aeo ees ar y 
aeeets for elaadeetine wartiae operations in Albania am aloe to be 
established in the event of a Soviet-Satellite ag gressi on in the 
Balkans.

Ia thia eewneetlw, tho 
SCFA ree aired in May oa offar from an Albanian Army Captain 
to dofaet with 60 of hie aea to Join tho "ferae* of tha 
MCFA", bat tha Captain ha* been eneoaroged to rewain ia tha 
cow try where hie eerrieee way be of grooter nltlweto walaa. 
The reporting agents participated ia the spring dioerdere 
Wish evoked counteraction by Par salt Brigades led by 
Metawet Sheba, Minister of the Interior. 

A fifth sod final attowpt wade oa tho night of Jon* 6/7 
to contact tha t wo -wa n resupply tow infiltrated on 16/19 
May by grow d - alr radio failed.

Sons of th* 1* aflat* Shiah had boos *paelally 
executed follawinf th* bashing of tha Seviet Legation in 
Tirana in Fabruary vara inaludad in tha deceptive dropa. 

A oartooa leaflat labalad •Our Governs snt Reids a Heating* 
s ws completed in A ana and taut to A than*.

Duo to technical difficulties, tha SQFHMD Radio

tinued to Is sue its newspaper Shql ports on a scheduled 
fortnightly basis as scheduled.
